Western Ohio Note*. 

The regularity with which 
"Miami Valley Items" appear in 
the EvAHOiList, together with 
tbe comprehensiveness of tbe ar- 
ticles under that beading, makeB 
any other report of church work 
in this part of Ihe state almost 
unnecessary. My letters shall be 
supplementary to the more gen- 
eral articles of Bro. Mason and 
designed to report the doings of 
the western part of this field, 
com prising the Farmers vi lie, 


West Alexandria and Winchei- 
ter congregations. At the laat 
two places named we have new 
houses, — both having been dedi- 
cated this spring,— and at all 
three are earnest, faithful bands 
of Christian workers. On Mon- 
day morning, the 4th inst,, onr 
number at. Fermersville was in- 
creased by an accession ot seven 
by baptism, and in the afternoon 
of the same day two were bap- 
tized at Winchester. Bro. Ma- 
sou was kind enough to do the 
baptizing, and under bis skillful 
management the occasion was 
made a pleasant as well as an 
impressive one. There are still 
a few who have made applica 
tion for membership in each of 
these congregations, bnt who 
have not yet been baptized. 
These, as well as others, we hope 
to receive in the near future. 
Wte have organized a S. S. at 
Winchester and have already a 
membership of more than eighty. 
We confidently expect the school 
to grow much larger, as it has 
been in operation but a lew 
weeks. 

Why is it there haB been no 
call tor a State Convention io 
Ohio? Even were there no im- 
portant business to transact — 
which is by no means the case, 
tor I believe there is — such a 
conference would be productive 
of good in preventing that feel- 
ing of isolation which ariees in 
each local* churoh under a con- 
gregational system. A meeting 
of such a character this year 
would be of incalculable service 
— it not in unifying sentiment on 
controverted questions — at least 
in systematizing effort in calling 
the church to a higher spiritual- 
ity. Think about the matter, and 
it deemed advisable, arrange- 
ments can be made at the S. S. 
Conventiou for holding a State 
Convention, or at least a Minis- 
terial Assoctatiou some time this 
lall. 

Bro. V. E. Wampler, in his 
article under the caption "The 
decisive moment is here," voices 
the sentiment of every thought- 
ful person wbo has the welfare 
ot tbe Brethren church at heart. 
A crisis is upon us. Upon tbe 
action taken by the general 
brotherhood in the next two 
weeks, aud upon our liberality 
in responding to the urgent ap- 
peals for help, depends not alone 
the late of the College, but tbe 
prosperity of the church for 
many years to come. The loss 
of the College will entail conse- 
quences more disastrous than 
many are aware. Viewed in this 
light— and that this is the true 
light those best acquainted with 
the under current ol sentiment in 
various quarters can abundantly 
bear witness — our fidelity to tbe 
cause of Ashland College in the 
measure of our love for tbe 
church. The impetus given our 
cause by tbe successful operation 
ot a respectable school has not 
only beeu already felt in the in- 
creased number of accessions, 
but has operated more powerful- 
ly than anythiug else conld in 
giving us a standing among onr 
sister churches. If the advant- 
age thus gained is to be surren- 
dered, if by our indifference we 


invite the stigma of illiteracy 
which was once deservedly ap- 
plied to the the Dunkard church, 
the respect in which we are now 
held will be largely lost, and our 
sphere of usefulness will be close- 
ly circumscribed. I speak strong- 
ly on this point because I know 
that men of intelligence — men 
with progressive ideas— will with 
difficulty be induced to stand 
identified with a church which 
has put itself ou record as hav- 
ing so little sympathy for higher 
education that it permits a Col- 
lege — and its only one — already 
established and equipped, to pass 
from its control for the lack of 
six thousand dollars. Our fail- 
ure heretofore to free the College 
from its burden ot debt has not 
been due to any extreme parsi- 
mony among our people, but 
rather to the failure of many to 
appreciate how potent a factor 
the College has been in securing 
that measure of prosperity we 
have enjoyed, and their inability 
to comprehend tbe extent of the 
disaster which its Iobb must occa- 
sion. Now is the time to make 
an. effort : a month later will, in 
all probability, be too late.
